WOMAN POSED AS GREAT BARR WIFE FOR 15 YEARS

MYSTERY 

AN AFRICAN identity 
thief who travelled the 
world posing as an older 
white woman from Great 
Barr for more than 15 years, 
has been jailed. 

The mystery woman, whose real 
name is still unknown, travelled 
the world purporting to be Carol 
Anne Keast. 

However, the real Carol Anne Keast, 
who became Carol Anne Payton when 
she married in 1982, had been living 
in Great Barr, unaware an impostor 
had obtained a passport in her name 
using a bogus birth certificate. 

The imposter was sent to prison for nine 
months on Monday but officials are none 
the wiser as to her true identity, because 
she has refused to reveal it. 

Even her television presenter partner is 
in the dark. He lived with her in Manches¬ 
ter but said he “hadn’t a clue” who she 
really was. 

Mrs Payton, a former bank worker, of 
Pear Tree Road, said: “It is a bit silly really 
because mine is a very unusual name and 
she is apparently about 20 years younger 
than me. She is of African appearance and 
I am not. Neither are any of my family. How 
she thought she was going to travel and get 
away with it I will never know.” 

The fraud only came to light when the 
real Mrs Payton applied to renew her pass¬ 
port in 2009 only to encounter problems 
with the documents and to face interroga¬ 
tion from officials. 

The mother-of-two, who lives with her 
husband John, said: “They said there was 
already one in my name with the same 
details. I had to go for an interview and 
prove who I was. I had to take in school doc¬ 
uments and the passport authorities asked 
me questions about my family. 

“They did eventually issue me with a 
passport and I was told that unless this 
woman used the passport that she had to 
travel, it would not flag up and they would

not be able to chase her. I must admit I 
thought she was never going to be caught.” 

After Mrs Payton provided proof of her 
identity, including school records, an alert 
was raised for the mystery woman travel¬ 
ling the world using her name. 

The impostor was finally stopped and 
arrested in Marbella, Spain, in November 
with her unsuspecting television producer 
boyfriend Tom Henderson. 

Memory 

It emerged the fraudster had obtained a 
copy of Carol Anne Keast’s birth certificate 
in 1989 and used to it get a passport in that 
name in 1995. She had renewed it in 2005. 

The impostor was unable to give any 
information to support her claim to be the 
real Carol Anne Keast, insisting she suf¬ 
fered from memory loss. 

During a hearing at Manchester Crown 
Court, where the woman was sentenced to 
nine months in prison, prosecutor Mr Sol 
Broady said: “She is wilfully refusing to 
identify herself properly, or give her 
country of origin.” 

Ms Sarah Johnston, defending, said 
medical tests had shown her client to be

displaying symptoms of depression and 
mental health “fragilities”. 

Judge Jonathan Geake told the impos¬ 
tor: “You have fooled a number of people, 
and have been living a lie for a number of 
years. Your real identity, it would appear to 
everybody, remains something of a 
mystery.” 

The woman could face further action, 
including contempt of court, if she fails to 
give information about her identity. 

When Mr Henderson, who is aged 54 and 
worked on game show Gladiators, was 
asked if he knew the woman’s real identity, 
he replied: “I haven’t got a clue.” 

Immigration sources said she was 
believed to be from Ghana or Nigeria and 
to have arrived in Britain before finger¬ 
prints were routinely taken with visa 
applications. The Home Office said such a 
case could not happen now due to tougher 
anti-fraud measures. 

The impostor obtained a driving licence 
under the name Carol Anne Keast and 
investigators are expected to investigate 
whether she fraudulently claimed benefits.

Floral tributes to the former 
Wood Green High School pupil have been left at the 
scene by family and friends. 

Mr Picken, a welder by trade, was pronounced 
dead at Walsall Manor Hospital following the colli¬ 
sion at 6.50am on Thursday. He suffered multiple 
injuries. 

The collision happened at the junction of Heath 


Road and Walsall Road, just off the mini-round- 
about near the Total petrol station. 

Mr Picken’s Suzuki motorcycle was in collision 
with a Scania lorry belonging to European Metal 
Recycling, which has a base in Bentley Road South, 
Darlaston.

was so dismissive of 
an issue of this much 
importance.” 

Council officials 
have confirmed that 
Cllr Mrs Underhill 
will attend functions 
as normal during her 
year as First Citizen, 
despite switching 
political parties. 

Sandwell Council

Dog attack 
boy lucky 
to be alive 

AN eight-year-old boy has 
been left with scars to his head 
following an horrific dog 
attack. 

Cameron Whithers was playing 
with the border collie at a rela¬ 
tive’s house in West Bromwich 
when the animal attacked him. 

The dog, named Dexter, locked its 
jaws onto Cameron’s head and only the 
quick actions of his dad Wayne Whith- 
ers saved him. 

Cameron’s mum Sarah Edgington, 
aged 36, said her son was lucky to be 
alive following the incident at his 
great-aunt’s home. 

She said: “It was absolutely horren¬ 
dous. He was just playing catch in the 
back garden with his dad and the dog 
just went for him. 

“It mauled him and he has had to 
have surgery on the back of his head. 
The police officer said he hadn’t seen 
anything like it in 18 years. It bit his 
face, arm, fingers and badly on the 
back of his head. 

Hospital 

“His dad saved his life but we were 
so close to having to go to his funeral.” 

Following the June 11 incident, 
Cameron was taken to Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital before being transferred to Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital for 
surgery. 

He is now recuperating at Miss Edg- 
ington’s home in The Grove on the Yew 
Tree Estate on the Sandwell-Walsall 
border. 

Miss Edgington said: “He is still in 
pain. It is horrific.” 

Miss Edgington added: “The police 
have said that because the incident 
took place on private land there is 
nothing they can do and Wayne’s aunt 
does not want to give up the dog, so it 
is just carrying on as normal.” 

She added she is considering giving 
up her own dog — a Pomeranian named 
Amber - even though Cameron has 
lived with the animal for four years. 

She said: “I have put her in a cage 
because I am just so afraid now.” 


Fatal fire caused by 
match or cigarette 

A FLAT fire in Smethwick in which a man died was 
caused by a discarded match or cigarette. 

Emergency services went to Loxley Road on the 
night of June 14 following reports of a blaze in a ter¬ 
raced house at 10.30pm. The body of the man was later 
discovered in an upstairs flat. Fire investigators came 
to the conclusion the fire had started accidentally by 
careless disposal of smoking materials.” The man had 
yet to be identified at the time of going to Press.

Fear over Southern 
Cross homes’ fate 


STAFF and residents at a 
Black Country care home hit 
by the Southern Cross crisis 
have spoken about their fears 
for the future. 

They raised concerns during a visit 
by Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris, who dropped in to Rox¬ 
burgh House Care Home in Reddall 
Hill Road, Cradley Heath, last week. 

The home is one of 26 in the West 
Midlands run by struggling company 
Southern Cross. The home currently 
employs around 40 workers and 
houses 38 residents. 

Among them is 98-year-old Olivia 
Bell, who previously lived in Stour¬ 
bridge and moved to the home almost 
12 months ago. 

She said: Tm trying not to worry 
about it until I have to. This is my 
home now and I don’t want to leave. 
It’s a wonderful place. You would be 
hard-pressed to find anywhere as 
lovely as this, where the staff are all 
marvellous and so friendly. 

“It is concerning as I can’t see the 
council taking all of us on but I’m just 
trying not to think about it at the 
moment.” 

One member of staff, who did not 
wish to be named, said reassurance 
meetings had been held to inform res¬ 
idents of the situation and try to calm 
their concerns. 

“If these residents are moved, some 
of them just won’t be able to cope,” she 
said. “They had seen reports on the 
television and they were worried they 
were going to be out on the streets. 

“Change can be very traumatic for 
them. I hope everyone does the right 
thing and helps us keep it open.” 


Another staff member added: “At 
the end of the day, while we are 
worried about ourselves, if we lose 
our jobs it means these people are 
losing their home. Our main priority 
is the care of our residents.” 

She said the money troubles of the 
parent company had not meant any 
changes to the care provided at the 
home, with regular activities and a 
daily cooked breakfast on offer. 

Darlington-based Southern Cross, 
the UK’s largest care home operator, 
has been struggling under a £202 
million annual rent burden while its 
income falls as local authorities make 
cutbacks. The firm made losses of 
£311m in the six months to March 31. 

Tory MP Mr Morris said he would 
be campaigning for all local authori¬ 
ties to put contingency plans in place. 

Deal 

Meanwhile, the Government has 
welcomed a deal which could see a 
possible solution to the financial trou¬ 
bles of Southern Cross. 

A crisis meeting saw the care home 
firm’s landlords and other creditors 
give it four months to find a solution 
to its financial difficulties. 

Care services minister Paul 
Burstow told MPs the agreement was 
a “welcome development” which 
would reassure the 31,000 residents 
of the firm’s homes. Mr Burstow 
insisted the welfare of the residents 
was the Government’s “paramount” 
concern and no-one would be left 
homeless or without care. 

West Bromwich East Labour MP 
Tom Watson said there had been a 
“remarkable complacency” displayed 
in dealing with the problem. 


Tributes paid to a beloved son 

A MAN killed after burglary suspects crashed into his car in 
Sandwell has been named as Tauseef Shaukat. 

The 24-year-old victim from Smethwick died in Sandwell Hospital on 
Monday, June 13, after his Fiat Punto was hit by a Subaru Impreza, believed 
to have been used as a getaway car, in 
Churchbridge, Oldbury. 

A burglary took place at the Co-op in Tame 
Road minutes at around lam, minutes before 
the fatal collision. 

The occupants of the Subaru fled the scene, 
but two of them, aged 16 and 17, were 
arrested nearby on suspicion of burglary and 
causing death by dangerous driving. 

They have been bailed until late July. 
Police are hunting a third man believed to 
have been travelling in the Subaru. 

A family statement said: “Tauseef was a 
god’s blessing to this world, a blessing of a 
beloved son and brother and a role model for 
his four younger brothers and his cousins. 

“His death has devastated his family and 
his fiancee who he loved dearly.”

Dealership 
fined over 
eBay sale 

BOSSES at an Oldbury car 
dealership have been ordered to 
pay almost £10,000 in fines, costs 
and compensation for selling a car 
via a misleading advert on 
auction website eBay. 

Marios Emilou, aged 54, of MJC 
Motors Ltd in Dudley Road West, 
pleaded guilty to two charges. 

Warley Magistrates Court heard 
how an eBay customer had com¬ 
plained to Sandwell Council after 
buying a seven-year-old Renault 
Laguna which had been advertised 
via the internet site as a “part 
exchange car to clear with tax and 
MoT” during late 2009. 

Gearbox 

However, when the purchaser trav¬ 
elled to collect the car and drive it 
home the gearbox failed and he dis¬ 
covered it had previously been 
declared unroadworthy. It was then 
that the man, from Telford, reported 
Emilou and MJC Motors to the 
authorities, culminating in the court 
hearing. 

Defending, Ms Azza Brown said the 
offences were a result of oversight and 
“sloppy” practice, rather than an 
intention to deliberately mislead. 

Emilou, of Rosemary Hill Road, 
Sutton Coldfield, was fined £800 and 
ordered to pay £1,126 in costs, £1,200 
compensation and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

MJC Motors Ltd, which has another 
base in Queens Road, Smethwick, was 
prosecuted separately and had 
entered two guilty pleas to carrying 
out misleading practices. The 
company was fined £3,000, ordered to 
pay £3,000 in costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Speaking after the case, Sandwell 
Council chief Derek Rowley said: “The 
person who bought the car for £1,200 
turned up to collect it from MJC 
Motors in Oldbury expecting to get a 
car he could use to safely transport his 
family. He drove away and shortly 
into his journey found it very difficult 
to make the gears work. The car was 
undriveable and had to be picked up 
by a recovery truck.” 


Solar panels 
get go-ahead 

A MULTI-MILLION pound scheme 
that will see solar panels installed on 
two Sandwell cash-and-carry ware¬ 
houses has been backed by planners. 

Spice firm East End Foods is set to 
spend £2.5 million on installing 
panels on 60 per cent of the roofs of 
sites in Kenrick Way West Bromwich, 
and Steelbright Road, Smethwick. 
Bosses say it will save them £150,000 
a year.

Street lamp bulbs 
will cost £1.6m

PLANS to spend more than £1.6 million 
on replacing 2,000 street lamp light bulbs 
in Sandwell have been approved by 
council bosses. 

Sandwell Council will spend £1.686m during 
2011-12 to replace the existing bulbs in 2,364 
lamp posts with LED lights. 

Finance chief Councillor Steve Eling said that 
these bulbs are set to be put in “relatively new” 
columns and that it is the first phase of the pro¬ 
gramme. 

He said: “The columns have been up around five or 
six years. They are modern columns and have many 
years of life left in them but they haven’t got the 
energy-saving light bulbs. 

“The light bulbs which are in them are coming to 
the end of their life, so they all need to be replaced.” 

He added: “The LEDs do cost a little bit more than 
the normal bulbs but they last much longer and typ¬ 
ically use 50 per cent less electricity. 

“The whole package does make financial sense. 
The LEDs have a 25-year guarantee.” 

Cllr Eling said that despite this, in the financial 
year 2023-24 a further £295,000 will need to be spent 
on the lights. 

“In around 12 years’ time we will need to replace a 
piece of operational equipment in the lights; it is 
called the node. These have a shorter life length. 

Target 

“I thought it was important this expenditure was 
also considered when we looked at replacing these 
bulbs. 

‘We have looked at this very carefully, and it does 
make financial sense. We have made sure it is value 
for money.” 

Originally, the council planned to target 30,000 
lamp posts with an estimated cost of £36m. 

But the original plan was deemed “not affordable” 
by Cllr Eling, who revised the scheme. 

The news of the planned investment comes as 
Sandwell Council battles to save £75m over the next 
four years. 

Bosses said that introducing the new bulbs will 
save money in the long run, as well as having the 
knock-on effect of reducing crime and reducing 
energy and carbon dioxide emissions. 

Firefighters 
rescue kitten 

A KITTEN was rescued by fire crews after becom¬ 
ing trapped between two buildings in Oldbury. 

Firefighters were called to Balti Valley at Brades 
Road, Oldbury, last week, following reports the 
animal had become trapped between a takeaway 
restaurant and the post office next door. The kitten 
disappeared into a three inch gap between the two 
buildings. A crew from Oldbury fire station used a 
ladder to reach the animal, then reunited with its 
owner. The rescue operation took just 10 minutes. 

Also last week, Willenhall firefighters rescued a 
pigeon stuck up in a tree.

the 85-year-old at a star-studded ceremony 
last Saturday. But the 25-year-old is 
reported to have moved out of the Playboy 
mansion following a huge argument. 

Hefner has confirmed on Twitter that the 
ceremony had been cancelled. He said: “The 
wedding is off. Crystal has had a change of 
heart.” 

The US press is awash with rumours, 
including the suggestion that Crystal 
planned to ditch the Playboy mogul at the 
altar in font of 300 guests in return for a 
multi-million dollar media deal. US televi¬ 
sion network Lifetime was due to be filming 
the ceremony for a two-hour special entitled 
Marrying Hef. 

There are also reports she had been 
secretly seeing the son of US talk show host 
Dr Phil McGraw, her songwriting partner. 

Harris’s manager Michael Blakey has 
denied those reports as “absolutely incor¬ 
rect” and “total fiction”, adding: “I have no 
idea what happened. All I know is that it was 
an amicable break-up.”

Concert 
stage firm 
move is off 

A DEAL to move a firm building 
concert stages into the Black 
Country, bringing 80 jobs, has col¬ 
lapsed in a planning dispute. 

Total Solutions Group, has been 
busy building stages for Take That’s 
smash hit Progress Live Tour. 

The firm had planned to move to an 
empty factory unit on Cradley Heath’s 
City Estate and Lye-based site owners 
Folkes Holdings Limited applied to 
Sandwell Council to relax planning 
rules for the firm to load and deliver 
huge concert sets after 6pm, paving 
the way for the move. 

However, seven letters of objection 
from residents over noise and loss of 
privacy were lodged and concerns 
raised by ward councillor Liz Bowler 
led planning chiefs to grant a change in 
hours, restricting any external work to 
7am-7pm Monday to Fridays and from 
7am-lpm on Saturdays. 

Chris Cronin, head of Total Solu¬ 
tions Group, revealed the decision has 
put the firm off the move altogether. 
He said: ‘We’ve decided not to move. 
The deal is off because we couldn’t 
reach a deal with the owners and the 
planning permission certainly didn’t 
help. There are other deals we are con¬ 
sidering in the area for the future 
though.” 

Andrew Parker, of Folkes Holdings 
Ltd, added: “The delay caused by the 
planning process was the nail in the 
coffin for the deal.” 

Expansion 

The move could have transferred 50 
jobs into the area from Total Solution 
Group’s Birmingham base and create a 
further 30 jobs through expansion. 

Folkes Holdings Ltd originally 
applied to relax rules on noise at the 
site to allow loading at the front of the 
Corngreaves Road unit for its prospec¬ 
tive tenant from 7am-11pm Monday to 
Friday and 7am to midnight on Satur¬ 
days.Residents objected to those 
extended hours saying late deliveries 
would cause extra noise. They also said 
they would lose privacy as trees shield¬ 
ing houses had been thinned. 

The City Estate unit has been empty 
for the past four years.

In total, 2,500 students leave Wood 
Green High and Stuart Bathurst high 
schools at the same time each night, 
close to junction 9 of the M6, one of the 
busiest in the country. 

In February a student was knocked 
down on a crossing outside the school. 

Barriers 

Parents and heads have asked for 
higher crash barriers, rumble strips 
and better signing, claiming motorists 
are travelling too fast past the school. 

Councillor Ian Jones said: “The road 
is due to be resurfaced and we are 
looking at different types of tarmac to 
slow traffic down. 

“We have also asked the schools to 
consider staggering leaving times.” 


EDUCATION bosses in 
Sandwell are set to meet with 
Government officers in a 
week’s time to discuss mil¬ 
lions of pounds worth of 
schools rebuilding projects. 

Last July nine projects worth 
£138 million due to be carried out 
under the Building Schools for 
the Future scheme were 
scrapped by Education Secretary 
Michael Gove. 

Inspectors have since returned to 
Sandwell to take another look at the 
axed projects to determine how much 
money, if any, each of the schools 
should get. 

The borough’s education boss 
revealed that later this month, a del¬ 
egation from Sandwell will return to 
London, where it is hoped a decision 
on the schemes will be announced. 

Councillor Bob Badham, cabinet 
member for children and families, 
said: “A meeting is being arranged for 
the end of June so, we are just formal¬ 
ising the arrangements. 

“That will be with the Department 
for Education. We are going down to 
meet them and go through all of the 
information that they have accumu¬ 
lated. But we really don’t know if they 
are going to tell us anything. 

“It could be another session where 
the question is on what plans we are 
putting forward. 


TENS of thousands of pounds of 
taxpayers’ money is being paid 
out in salaries to staff who have 
been suspended from Sandwell 
Council. 

The authority has shelled out 
almost £50,000 on paying wages of 
five members of staff, two of whom 
have been off work for nine months. 

A further two employees have been 
suspended for two months and one for 
three months. 

Sandwell Council bosses have 
defended the payments and said that 
individual investigations take differ¬ 
ent lengths of time. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, 
deputy leader of Sandwell Council, 
said that there needs to be a poten¬ 
tially serious issue for a person to be 
suspended. 

He said the disciplinary procedure 
is designed to strike a balance

Sandwell Council and five other 
local authorities won a High Court 
battle forcing the Government to 
rethink its decision to axe the pro¬ 
gramme, with the Government told 
that it must reconsider Sandwell’s 
position with an “open mind”. 

Schools affected by the cuts include 
Phoenix Collegiate Academy at the 
former Manor and Menzies sites, Per- 
ryfields and Bristnall Hall schools, 
Heathfield, The Meadows, Wood 
Green, Stuart Bathurst and The 
Bridge pupil referral unit. 

More than £1.7 million was spent 
by the council on the revamp of the 
nine schools that was then halted by 
the loss of Government funding. 

West Bromwich East MP Tom 
Watson called Mr Gove a “miserable 
pipsqueak of a man” in the Commons 
in a row over the scheme.

A SENIOR police officer has 
insisted the problem of prostitu¬ 
tion in Bearwood is under control 
despite residents’ fears. 

People living in the area have com¬ 
plained of street walkers returning to 
ply their trade in area. 

But Inspector Bal Mand is reassur¬ 
ing residents that officers are taking 
necessary steps to address the issue. 

He said: “Eradicating prostitution 
has been a number one priority for the 
Abbey policing team. Officers con¬ 
tinue to work very hard to find long¬ 
term solutions.” 

“We have conducted plain clothes 
patrols to target those involved and 
officers are working with the NHS 
and council to help prostitutes.” 

Insp Mand said officers on a special 
patrol earlier this month had encoun¬ 
tered no prostitutes in Bearwood. 

On reports of fresh incidents of 
prostitution, he said: “It is important 
the community is reassured and not 
swayed by a relatively small number 
of incidents which can undo the good 
work that is ongoing locally.” 

Reduced 

One resident said that prostitutes 
were back on the corner of Drayton 
Road. 

Earlier this year, Sandwell Council 
agreed to spend £60,000 installing 
speed bumps and to make Drayton 
Road one-way in a bid to deter kerb 
crawlers. 

Police chiefs say that the number of 
prostitutes in the area has reduced 
from 12 in 2008 to “two or three” now. 

But another resident said five vice 
girls were touting for business on 
Sandon Road in one evening recently.

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Decision 
on plan 
for ‘super 
hospital’ 
delayed 

A DECISION on the future of plans for 
Sandwell’s new £370 million ‘super hospi¬ 
tal’ has been delayed for at least two 
months. 

Originally the Department of Health was due to 
make a decision on whether to approve the business 
case for the new Midland Metropolitan Hospital in 
Smethwick by July. However, the decision is 
expected to take at least two months more as 
finances are scrutinised. 

Scrutiny 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust is bidding for foundation status that will allow 
it to have a greater say over how cash is spent, but 
because it is also planning a large development 
funded through a private finance deal at the same 
time it is under greater scrutiny. 

The Government has named 22 hospitals with 
private finance deals funding new developments 
that are “an obstacle to them achieving foundation 
trust status by April 2014”. All hospitals need to 
achieve foundation status by 2014. 

Bosses at the trust that runs Sandwell, City and 
Rowley Hospitals confirmed the official response on 
the business case will be later than expected, but 
should not affect the planned completion date of 
2016. A 47-acre piece of land between Grove Lane, 
Cranford Street Heath Street and Dugdale Street is 
set to be transformed under plans for the new 670- 
bed hospital.

A WEDNESBURY firm is cele¬ 
brating a boom with 15 new 
employees and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds of investment. 

Despite the recession, Purity Soft 
Drinks continues to grow and recently 
saw the arrival of a £200,000 bottle 
washer as part of the expansion of the 
site.

Mr Cox added: “We are a family 
business committed to our employees 
and the long term future of the 
company.” 

Natural 

He said that natural ingredients 
and reasonable prices sees the prod¬ 
ucts rival big brand alternatives. 

Latest investment follows after the 
opening of a 4,000 sq ft extension in 
2006. The £6,000 syrup room was 
created as an extension to the juice 
hall to increase productivity and effi¬ 
ciency. The new unit was dedicated to 
Douglas Cox, the founder of the firm, 
who died in December 2005 aged 84. 

He bought the Mounts Road site in 
1944 and set up WH Adams. The firm 
changed its name to Purity in 1974. 


School expansion 
wins public support 


MULTI-MILLION pound plans to 
expand a Smethwick primary school have 
been overwhelmingly supported follow¬ 
ing a public consultation on the scheme. 

Sandwell Council wants to enlarge Shire- 
land Hall Primary to create more places for 
youngsters following a baby boom in the 
borough. 

Planning permission has already been given to 
the project and results of the consultation were 
being discussed by Sandwell’s education bosses. 
Chiefs are confident future progression will be 
smooth. 

The results reveal that of the 105 people who 
responded to the consultation — 94 were in favour of 
the scheme, saying the new building would have a 
positive impact on the area. 


Canal boat has new future as floating gallery 


A COUNCIL-OWNED canal boat, 
grounded after its skipper died a year ago 
is to be given a new lease of life. 

The boat, the Aaron Manby, had been avail¬ 
able for rent from Tipton’s Malthouse Stables 
outdoor pursuits centre, but has been lying idle 
for almost 12 months as no-one was qualified to 
steer it. 

It is now being leased by Birmingham’s Ikon 
Gallery, which will use it as a floating art gallery 
and workshop for young people. 

The narrowboat had been used to give tours of 
the Black Country waterways but was taken off 
the canal last July following the sudden death of 
skipper Paul Turner. The boat, which has room 


for 37 people, had been available for rent from 
the Malthouse Stables for 20 years. 

Sandwell Council had been unable to find 
anyone to take over the service, until they were 
approached by bosses at Ikon, which plans to 
lease the boat for an arts project they are doing 
with young people called Slow Boat. 

Artists 

The scheme will see the Ikon Youth Pro¬ 
gramme produce, present and promote their 
own work as well as that of other artists on the 
barge. It will act as a floating stage for on-board 
exhibitions, canal-side performances, screen¬ 
ings, installations, theatrical events, talks and 


activities in various locations en route. The 
young people will also take Slow Boat on day and 
weekend trips, plus longer trips outside Birm¬ 
ingham. 

Helen Stollard, spokeswoman for the Ikon 
Gallery, said: “We have a grant to run a three- 
year project with a group of young people which 
will centre on art activities, working on the boat. 

“The details are currently being finalised, 
before we launch it next month. Our youth group 
is made up of about 20 young people, all aged 
between 15 and 19, all interested in art.” 

Ikon is launching the new project close to the 
gallery on the Birmingham and Fazeley Canal 
towpath, in Brindleyplace, on July 16.

There were nine people who were against the 
scheme raising concerns about the loss of open space 
and additional rubbish and traffic. 

A further two people did not indicate whether they 
were for or against the scheme. 

Sandwell’s education boss, Councillor Bob 
Badham has welcomed the support for the scheme. 

Consultation 

He said: “I think everything is going very much to 
plan now and having a very wide public consultation 
has helped the process. 

“We are hoping now that we can move rapidly into 
the next phase which will be sorting out all of the 
finance and the building of it.” 

The expansion will cost £9.6 million and will be 
funded by the council’s capital programme. 

It will see more than 200 new places created there. 
School bosses will build a new base next to the 
current site in Edith Road and the 
school roll will rise from 420 to 630. 

Space for the project will be 
created by demolishing part of the 
building and developing on the 
school playground, which has 
sparked controversy. 

A two-storey, 25,000 sq ft build¬ 
ing will accommodate 630 pupils 
and a 45-place nursery. 

Hard-surface play areas and 
sports pitches are included in the 
plans, plus 70 parking spaces. 

The school has already increased 
its intake of reception year pupils 
from 45 to 60 but the number is set 
to rise again to 90 from September 
this year. 

Building work is set to start by 
the end of the year.

Awards for brave 
trio who tackled 
armed robbers 


THREE bobbies from 
Handsworth have scooped a 
national award for bravery for 
tackling armed bank robbers. 

Pcs Kate Peplow, Catherine Morgan 
and Diana Shaw were presented with 
the bravery award by the British Asso¬ 
ciation for Women in Policing (BAWP). 

All three picked up their award at 
Leicester’s Marriott Hotel, pipping 
national completion to the title of 
bravest bobbies in the country. 

The award was presented by BAWP 
president, Assistant Commissioner 
Cressida Dick from the Metropolitan 
Police. 

In April, it was announced that the 
officers had won the West Midlands 
version of the award and were to collect 
an international title later in the year. 

In January last year an armed 
robbery took place at a Handsworth 
bank. The robbery began with the 
theft of a JCB used for digging graves 
at Handsworth Cemetery. Three 
workers at the cemetery were tied up 
near the scene of the robbery before the 
digger was driven off and used to ram 
a window at the bank. 

The offenders, some armed with 
guns, then threatened bank staff who 
were forced to hand over a large quan¬ 
tity of cash before a passing police car 
disturbed the raiders and they ran off. 

Pcs Peplow, Morgan and Shaw were 
on routine patrol and heard over their 
radios that an armed robbery was in 
progress. As they made their way to the 
scene, they saw five men in Murdock 
Road. 

Without hesitation, Pc Shaw 
stopped the police car and as she did so, 
a gun was pointed at her. 

At the same time, Pc Peplow got out, 


approached the men and asked them 
what they were doing. Again, one of the 
robbers pointed a sawn-off shotgun to 
her head but Pc Peplow quickly used 
her arm to deflect it before the offend¬ 
ers ran-off towards a cul-de-sac. 

Knowing this was a dead-end and 
the men were armed and dangerous, 
the three police officers still chased 
after them. They were able to give clear 
directions via their personal radios, 
ensuring other police officers got to the 
street where the men were last seen. 

All three officers then remained at 
the location and helped recover a large 
sum of money and a gun. 

Danger 

Despite the praise heaped upon 
them, the colleagues remain modest 
about their achievement with all three 
claiming they were just doing their job. 

“It’s simple. We were all in the right 
place at the right time when we got the 
shout over the radio that there was a 
robbery in progress,” said Pc Morgan. 

Pc Shaw added: “From the informa¬ 
tion, it was clear that there were crim¬ 
inals at large and people in danger. We 
had to act, we had to protect the public 
— it’s what we joined the police service 
for. Any officer would have done the 
same.” 

When asked if they’d put their lives 
on the line again to protect the public, 
Pc Peplow replied: “Without a doubt!” 

Superintendent Jo Smallwood, from 
West Midlands Police, said: “Theirs is 
a remarkable tale of courage which 
goes above and beyond the call of duty.” 

In April, two men were jailed for 
their role in the robbery. Three others 
accused of offences in connection with 
the incident were found not guilty. 
Enquiries continue to trace the others 
involved in the terrifying raid. 


Arson 

attack 


ARSONISTS have tar¬ 
geted industrial units in 
Smethwick, starting 
three fires in derelict 
buildings last week. 

The buildings were set 
alight on Smethwick’s Al 
Trading Estate, just 24 
hours after a unit next 
door was set ablaze.

The existing high rise station in New Street will 
then be demolished to make way for the new £200 
million Tesco development, which will include a 
Tesco Extra store, petrols station, shops, restau¬ 
rants and a cinema. 


Jobless total 
nearly twice 
UK average 

UNEMPLOYMENT has fallen nationally by 
88,000 but the job figures for Sandwell remain 
gloomy. 

The quarterly fall nationally was the biggest in 
more than a decade, taking the jobless total to 2.43 
million. Across the West Midlands unemployment 
fell by 4,000 to 255,000 by the beginning of March, 
compared to the last three months of 2010. 

But the number of people claiming Jobseeker’s 
All-owance (JSA) jumped by 19,600 last month to 
1.49m, the worst for more than a year. The figures 
vary because not everyone clas-sed as unemployed 
can claim Jobseeker’s Allowance. 

Double 

Sandwell saw the Black Country’s biggest jump in 
its claimant count, up 304 to 13,285, or 7.2 per cent 
of the borough’s working population - nearly double 
the national average of 3.8 per cent. 

In Birmingham the number of people claiming 
Jobseeker’s Allowance was up by 468 to 47,443, or 
7.1 per cent, while in Walsall it was up 134 to 10,299 
or 6.5 per cent. But in neighbouring Dudley Borough 
the count was down by 24 to 9,698 or five per cent. 

Nationwide, Government hopes that private firms 
will create jobs as posts are cut in the public sector 
were given a boost with 


news that employment in 
the private sector 
increased by 104,000 in 
the first three months of 
the year to 23m. 

At the same time, 
public sector employ¬ 
ment fell by 24,000 to 
6.1m, and the decline 
would have been bigger 
but for 15,000 temporary 
Census jobs.

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Maternity unit takes shape 


THE structure of the £lmillion maternity 
unit in Smethwick has been completed. 

The centre is being built on the site of the 
former Leasowes School in Oldbury Road, 
Smethwick. 

The first sod was cut in March this year. It is set to 
be completed by October and will deal with about 600 
births a year. The borough’s maternity services moved 
from Sandwell Hospital in West Bromwich to City Hos¬ 
pital on Dudley Road at Winson Green in February. 


The maternity building, to be named the Halcyon 
Birthing Centre, means women will still be able to give 
birth in Sandwell again, rather than just over the 
border in Birmingham. The long-term plan is that the 
£370m ‘super hospital’ proposed for Smethwick will 
eventually include a maternity unit and midwifery-led 
birthing centre. This is still at the planning stages and 
not likley to open until 2016 at the earliest. 

Elaine Newell, Head of Midwifery for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, said:

Pools

birthing rooms, named Grace, Tranquillity and 
Harmony, all of which will include birthing pools and 
access to a sensory garden. The unit will offer women 
who have straightforward and uncomplicated preg¬ 
nancies an alternative choice of place for birth. 

The decision to develop the unit followed public con¬ 
sultation on maternity services in the borough. It was 
agreed that the centre should be built so Sandwell 
women and their families would continue to have 
access to facilities close to home. 



Trucker smashes through barrier 


THIS dramatic image shows the 
moment a lorry crashed through a 
descending barrier at a Sandwell level 
crossing. 

The lorry driver is being hunted by police 
over the incident at the crossing near 
Langley Green station, Station Road, 
Oldbury. 

Footage was released by rail chiefs in a 
campaign to highlight the dangers of 
driving through barriers. 

Network Rail spokesman Keith Lumley 
said: “By ignoring the warning lights this 
driver caused damage to both his own 
vehicle and the barriers. Not stopping at a 
level crossing is extremely dangerous and 
can result in a fatality. It is simply not 
worth the risk to save a couple of minutes.” 

The level crossing where the incident 
happened earlier this year is among the 
most notorious in the West Midlands. Nine 


drivers have been caught speeding through 
barriers at the site in the last six months 
compared with eight in the whole of 2010. 

Last week the driver of a Vauxhall Corsa 
was fined for driving over the crossing while 
the lights were flashing. Last month four 
cars were reported driving through red 
lights at the crossing on the same day. 

Dangerous 

Sergeant Dan Gregory, of British Trans¬ 
port Police, said: “The main problem we 
encounter is motorists trying to drive across 
before the barriers come down. It is an 
offence to do so and will result in a fine and 
three penalty points. If the driving is con¬ 
sidered particularly careless or dangerous 
then more serious charges could apply.” 

Anyone with information on the lorry 
which was hit by the barrier in March 
should call British Transport Police on 0800 
40 50 40. 


Firefighters discover 
cannabis factory at 
terraced house fire 


FIREFIGHTERS discov¬ 
ered a cannabis factory when 
called to tackle a house fire in 
West Bromwich. 

Fire crews from West Bromwich 
and Tipton were called to the blaze in 
a three-storey house which was 
thought to be empty. 

But when they went in to tackle the 
flames they discovered the building 
was being used for a large-scale 
cannabis growing operation. 

Homes either side of the terraced 
house, in Holyhead Road, near The 
Hawthorns, had to be evacuated as 
crews tackled the flames. 

Last week’s fire is believed to have 
been caused when someone staying 
at the property dropped a lit ciga¬ 
rette. but they fled the scene before 
crews arrived at 9.30pm last Monday 
(June 13), after being alerted by 
members of the public. 

Watch Commander Phil Richards 
said: “As far as we were aware this 
was a fire at a void terraced property 


in Holyhead Road, close to junction 1 
of the M5. However, when we got 
there it was clear the building had 
been being used to cultivate 
cannabis. 

“All three floors were being used 
and there were cut up plants every¬ 
where. 

“The first floor bedroom where the 
fire started was gutted and there was 
severe smoke logging. 

Mattress 

“It looks as though the fire started 
when someone dropped a match on 
the mattress, although there was no- 
one there when we arrived. 

“We had to ask people from the 
homes either side to leave their prop¬ 
erties while we dealt with the blaze, 
although they were allowed back in 
when the fire was out.” 

The blaze took two hours to extin¬ 
guish, with the last crew leaving the 
house at 11.30pm. Police were called 
to the house and began inquiries.

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Council selling sites 
in bid to raise cash 


A FORMER school and a pub 
will be demolished and sold off by 
Sandwell Council. 

It is hoped the sale of the sites will raise 
thousands of pounds for the cash-strapped 
authority, which needs to find savings of 
£75 million over the next four years. 

The former Albert Bradford Special 


School in Holly Lane, Smethwick and The 
Rising Sun pub on the corner of Barton 
Street and Richard Street South in West 
Bromwich will both be razed to the ground 
and the land sold off. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, Councillor Ian Jones has 
approved that the school and redundant 
buildings on the site be demolished. 


Festival will blow trumpet 
for region’s metal-bashers 


A GIANT replica foghorn will be a star 
attraction at this summer’s Sandwell Arts Fes¬ 
tival. 

Blacksmith Ian Moran is creating the piece at his 
Cradley Heath workshop. Built to show off the 
borough’s metal-bashing skills, past and present, 
the instrument will be 14ft long with a 9ft diameter. 

Celebrated firm Chance Brothers, of Smethwick, 
made foghorns alongside their better-known optical 
equipment for lighthouses. 

The piece will be exhibited around the borough 
during the festival, which launches on July 9 at 
Queen’s Square Shopping Centre in West Bromwich. 

Organisers plan to use the foghorn to broadcast 
items by local artists and others and are currently 
finalising the details. It will then go on display in 
Sandwell’s museums. 

Industry 

Sandwell Council cabinet member for culture 
Councillor Linda Horton said: “The foghorn will be 
great fun and remind people of our proud history of 
manufacturing, a key theme of this year's festival. 

“It will allow us to improve our collections of 
objects celebrating heavy industry and also show we 
still have metal-bashing skills to produce something 
extraordinary and are open for business.” 

The idea originally came from workshops with 
local people and community groups as part of a 
scheme called Forging Links. Sandwell Council put 
in £5,000 to Forging Links and secured £50,000 from 
Heritage Lottery Fund and £20,000 from the 
Museums Library and Archives Council. 

Sandwell;s first arts festival last year attracted 
10,000 people to events. 

This year’s festival will see events in all of the 
borough’s six towns. The programme is to be 
finalised shortly.

The pub, which the council owns, will 
also be flattened after bosses feared it 
would blight the new £13 million swim¬ 
ming pool and leisure centre to be devel¬ 
oped nearby. 

It has been described as a blot on the 
landscape and is the second pub to go to 
make way for the new pool. The Prince 
Albert in Bromford Lane has already been 
bulldozed. 

Sandwell Council 
bought that pub, which 
was also derelict, at the 
end of last year. 

Meanwhile, the school 
became vacant following 
the reorganisation of 
special schools in 
Sandwell. 

Demolition 

It was used as a tempo¬ 
rary base for the Prim¬ 
rose Primary Centre 
pupil referral unit and 
housed learning and 
culture staff from the 
council. 

However, the pupil 
referral unit has now 
relocated while the 
learning and culture 
staff have moved to 
Shaftesbury House. 

Demolition of the 
school is scheduled for 
July or August. 

Cllr Ian Jones said: 
“There are maintenance 
costs to all of those things 
so if we have something 
and we have to keep 
maintaining it and there 
is no end product, why 
are we keeping it in the 
first place?”

Tiny brewers spark 
real-ale revolution 


At the launch of the new Angel Ale at the Wagon and Horses, Halesowen, Andy 
Kirk, cellarman Jim Bolton, landlord Bob Drummons and Nick Pritchard 


A S THE Midlands’ thirst for locally- 
brewed real ales grows, so too 
does the list of micro-breweries 
set up by beer fans to supply their local 
pub. 

The latest in this string of micro-brew¬ 
eries cropping up in the region has 
announced its arrival with the launch of its 
signature ale. 

Halesowen-based Angel Ales took to the 
pumps with its flagship bitter at a celebration 
knees-up on June 6 at the Waggon & Horses in 
Stourbridge Road, Halesowen. 

Owners Nick Pritchard and Andy Kirk have 
ploughed thousands of pounds into the venture, 
converting a former pattern manufacturer’s shop 
next to Mr Kirk’s home in Furlong Lane into a five- 
barrel brewery. 

Engineering 

They started trading in November, and - after 
eight ‘test brews’ - Angel Ale officially made the 
pumps after winning Best Beer at the Stour¬ 
bridge Beer Festival. 

“It was always our dream to set up a brewery 
together - we met when we worked for a civil 
engineering company in Birmingham in 1999 and 
have been talking about it ever since,” said Mr 
Pritchard, aged 51, of Devon Road, Bearwood. 

“We liked the pale beers that come from 
Oakham in Peterborough, and down from York-

shire, and thought something like that was 
needed in the Midlands.” 

Mr Kirk added: “I bought my house and the 
building next door, where the brewery is, in 2006. 

“It took a long time to refurbish. It was very 
industrial, and very dirty. 

“But now it looks great - it’s all spick and span 
and ready for action.” 

Mr Pritchard says Angel Ales hopes to produce 
its flavours by using organic malt, natural ingre¬ 
dients and no added synthetic sugars. 

Waggon & Horses landlord Bob Drummons 
says it is “fantastic” to be able to stock ale 
brewed in the town. 

“Ever since the first test brew, you could tell 
they had a bit of quality,” says Mr Drummons, 
who is 60. 

“I wish them all the best and I will certainly be 
stocking them into the future.” 

Mr Drummons, who has been at the pub for 23 
years, says there has been a “significant” rise in

the popularity of real ales in recent times. 

“I have always specialised in real ale, but 
there’s no doubt about it - it has become more 
fashionable and there are a lot of young people 
really seeking out new ales,” he says. 

“Having micro-breweries like this popping up 
in our own region is lovely.” 


Meanwhile, Chris Sadler, from Sadler’s Ales, in 
Stourbridge Road, Lye, has reported a near-40 
per cent increase in sales since 2008. 

“There has been a big resurgence in the last 
two decades,” he says. 

“Real ale has become more fashionable, 
people are choosing to drink more local 
produce.” 

Mr Sadler started the brewery in 2004 with the 
help of his wife Aster, sister Emily, and father 
John. 

The family’s brew recently got the thumbs-up 
from supermarket giant Sainsbury’s, which has 
agreed to sell the beers at stores nationwide. 

From September 7, 20,000 bottles will go on 
sale for three weeks, alongside the other 15 
winners, at Sainsbury’s stores in the UK. 

If it is one of the national winners, Sainsbury’s 
will place an order for six months, creating two 
new jobs. 

Mr Sadler, aged 28, says: “We’re very excited. 
If we win the national competition, which would 
mean an order for 250,000 bottles, we would 
need to expand in the next 12 to 18 months.” 

Seven people are employed at Sadler’s which 
also opened the neighbouring Windsor Castle 
taphouse pub in 2006. 

Sadler’s was originally founded in Oldbury in 
1900 by Chris’s great-grandfather, Thomas 
Sadler. 

It ceased production in 1927 but was 
relaunched seven years ago. 

The brewery was given the thumbs-up by wine 


expert Oz Clarke and Top Gear presenter James 
May when they filmed a television programme 
there in 2009. 

Black Country Ales, based in little more than a 
shed behind the Old Bulls Head, Lower Gornal, 
supplies beer for 28 pubs across the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

That site was used from 1840 for about 150 
years, until the business died out as trade fell. 

Landlord Angus McMeeking took over the pub 
12 years ago. 

But he only discovered the micro-brewery in 
an outhouse three years later when he finally 
broke open a padlock which was keeping the 
door shut. 

Bearded 

Since then business has boomed and the 
company recently started selling beer to pub 
giant Wetherspoons. 

“There is a real market for real ales now, you 
see young people enjoying it, sharing it with 
friends. It’s not just for bearded old men any 
more.” 

Black Country landlord Dave Craddock 
recently launched Craddock’s brewery the Duke 
William, in Coventry Street, in Stourbridge town 
centre following a £20,000 investment. 

It is now in full production, with a capacity to 
churn out up to 288 pints a week. And its two 
launch brews are called First Born and Arthur 
Pint - both named after his newly-born son 
Arthur, now just three months old.

Tips on making homes safer 
for people with sight loss 


AS part of National Falls Awareness 
Week June 20-24, Action for Blind 
People would like to offer some simple 
ways people with sight loss can make 
their homes safer to help prevent falls. 

According to Age UK, which runs 
National Falls Awareness Week, 
people in later life who have sight loss 
are not only more likely to fall, but are 
also at increased risk of multiple falls. 

It is vital that people make their 
homes as safe and friendly as possible 
for blind and partially sighted people. 

Action for Blind People encourages 
readers to follow these simple tips, 
which can help reduce the risks of falls 
within the home: 

O Ensure floors have a non-glare, 
non-slip surface, especially in the 
kitchen and bathroom. Where needed, 
put non-skid mats in the bathtub and 
on the floor to create a safer surface. 

O Move large pieces of furniture out 
of the main through put area and 


remove or tape down electrical cords. 

O Mark the edges of steps and stairs 
in a contrasting colour and texture to 
make them easily visible. Extend the 
handrails beyond the end of the stairs 
for extra safety. 

O If door thresholds are not flush to 
the floor, mark them with contrasting 
colour. 

O Replace worn down carpeting and 
floor covering, and either tape down or 
remove area rugs. 

Simple changes can go a long way in 
reducing falls for visually impaired 
people.

The age at which you 
can be forced to retire 
from work is to be phased 
out between April and 
October this year. 

Up until now, employ¬ 
ers have had the right to 
make you stop work at 
age 65 but, when the 
changes come into force, 
in most jobs you'll be able 
to choose when you want 
to leave work. 

How the changes affect 
you will depend on when 
you are due to retire: 

If you’re due to retire 
before October 1, 2011, 
your employer can still 
force you to stop work at 
age 65 if they gave you 
notice before 5 April. 

From April 6, 2011, if 
your employer hasn't 
already told you that you 
have to retire at age 65, 
they can no longer force 
you to stop work because 
of your age, even if you’re 
going to be 65 before 
October 1. 

After October 1, 
employers will not be 
able to force you to stop 


work at age 65. They may 
be able to dismiss you for 
other reasons but they 
will have to justify those 
reasons. These changes 
apply to most workers. 
However, there may be a 
few jobs where your 
employer can make you 
retire at age 65 for a spe¬ 
cific reason. This could 
be, for example, where 
your age could affect your 
physical or mental 
ability to do your job. 

The new rules also 
mean that an employer 
cannot refuse to employ 
you because of your age if 
you apply for a job after 
you’ve reached 65. You 
can get more information 
about what you need to 
think about if you want 
to work over the age of 65 
at www.directgov.uk. If 
you are worried about 
how the changes will 
affect you,you can get 
advice on what to do from 
your nearest Citizens 
Advice Bureau - go to 
www.adviceguide.org.uk 
for details.

Fake That fears 


HUNDREDS of Take That fans 
may have lost out on tickets for the 
sell-out Villa Park shows after 
booking on the internet. 

The Action Fraud organisation has 
reported a high number of calls about the 
firm Ticket Index. 

The National Fraud Intelligence 
Bureau and the City of London Police are 
investigating the London-based 
company after a number of fans across 
the country reported that they have not 
received their tickets for the band’s 
Progress Live Tour, due at Villa Park on 
June 27 and 28. 

Action Fraud has passed on informa¬ 
tion to the bureau amid police fears that 
more people will realise they have lost 


their money as the show dates draw 
nearer. 

Solihull father-of-two Barry Morris 
spent £275 on two tickets for his wife 
Linsey’s 30th but has not received them. 
He said: “I am gutted. I wanted to do 
something special for my wife for her 
30th birthday and also because she looks 
after our autistic daughter round-the- 
clock. I received an email confirmation 
which I put in my wife’s birthday card. 
She was so excited and has been checking 
the post every day for the tickets. Then 
when I started to look into it and see all 
the problems with Ticket Index I was 
devastated.” 

Detectives investigating allegations of 
ticketing fraud have arrested a man. 


RESTORED historic vehicles from 
across the Black Country are on display 
at a Birmingham museum. 

Birmingham and Midland Motor Omnibus 
Trust, based at The Transport Museum in 
Wythall, has carried out painstaking restora¬ 
tion of vehicles. 

They include a 1949 Wolverhampton trolley 
bus and a West Bromwich Corporation Bus, 
used on routes through the Black Country in 
the last century. 

Other buses on show include a blue and 
cream Birmingham City Transport bus dating 
back to 1937, which would have been used on 
routes connecting the city with Dudley and 
Wednesbury. 

The trust has been running since the 1970s, 
restoring and preserving around 100 classic 
buses, coaches, milk floats and bread vans. 

Wolverhampton discontinued its trolley 
buses in the early 1960s, after which the 1949 
bus was taken on by another preservation 
society, before being passed onto the Birming¬ 
ham group in the 1970s. 

Bread 

It was displayed in the north-west until 
recently, when it was returned to the Mid¬ 
lands. 

It now stands as part of a display of a 
Wolverhampton traffic jam from years gone 
by as one of the museum’s centrepiece dis¬ 
plays. 

The Corporation Bus, which dates back to 
1963, served the 220 route which ran between 
West Bromwich and Smethwick, as part of the 
West Bromwich Corporation fleet. 

Malcolm Keeley, a trustee of the museum, 
said: “We have dedicated teams of volunteers 
working at every level. 

“The collection of buses brings back so many 
memories to older visitors of the days when 
companies like Birmingham City Transport 
and Midland Red carried millions of passen¬ 
gers every week.” 

There are also games, a film, and other 
interactive exhibits at the museum which is 
just south of Birmingham near Junction 3 of 
the M42. 

The museum is open on Wednesday after¬ 
noons from 1pm and at weekends and bank 
holidays from 11am.

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Black Country-born troops from the Queen’s 
Royal Hussars are preparing for a tour of 
Afghanistan in a £14m replica Middle East 
settlement. Reporter SHAUN JEPSON and 
photographer ALAN EVANS joined them 


A S SOLDIERS from the Queen’s Royal 
Hussars snake their way through an 
Afghan market place, a Chinook heli¬ 
copter sweeps through the sky and lands at a 
nearby patrol base. 

“They’ll be dropping off more lads,” mouths one 
of the troops as he keeps an eye-out for terrorist 
activity. It sounds like a typical day for soldiers in 
Helmand Province, where troops are faced with the 
Taliban threat every day. 

But this isn’t Afghanistan. 

The QRH, many of whom are from the West Mid¬ 
lands, have been navigating the streets of a £14 
million replica Middle East settlement in Norfolk 
before they deploy for real in August. 

It is part of a week-long intensive training 
package designed to test the regiment in conditions 
that are as close to identical as possible to those in 
Afghanistan. 

Dangerous jobs 

The 12.5-acre fictional village, which has been 
given the name Ishmaragh, is populated by Afghan 
volunteers dressed as insurgents in traditional 
Taliban robes. Islamic calls to prayer ring out from 
the mosque and the dusty streets are strewn with 
motorbikes, tyres and carts. 

The smell of food cooked by the villagers wafts 
through the streets and synthetic aromas, such as 
rotten meat, are pumped out. 

The village is arranged around 25 concrete-clad 
compounds with between four and 12 homes in 
each arranged around a courtyard with a vegetable 
patch, as well as a washing line. 

To add to the authenticity, all the homes are dec¬ 
orated with rugs and pots and pans, and shops are 
open selling fruit and rice. 

“This training is vital 
because it gives us real knowl¬ 
edge and experience of what we 
can expect to face when we get 
out there,” said Trooper Jack 
Sinar, from Kingswinford. 

Afghanistan will be the first 
operational tour of duty for the 
former Crestwood School pupil, 
whose 47-year-old mother 
Sandra and 50-year-old father 
Paul still live in Kingswinford. 

“It is the first one so it is 
important to get to practice 
drills in a realistic environment 
and I think this type of training 
is the best in the world. 

“Before this, we did two 
weeks solid in the Brecon 
Beacons, which was really chal¬ 
lenging,” added Jack, whose 
father spent 10 years as a cor-

poral with the QRH and served 
in Northern Ireland and Kenya. 

During his tour, 20-year-old 
Jack’s job will be to search for 
dreaded Improvised Explosive 
Devices, or IEDs, while out on 
patrols. It is regarded as one of 
the most dangerous jobs in 
Afghanistan. 

But the soldier says that 
although his parents and 18- 
year-old brother Tom have 
talked to him about the risks, 
his 20-year-old’s girlfriend 
Samantha Kings prefers to put 
it to the back of her mind. 

“She won’t talk about it,” said 
Jack. “She doesn’t want me to 
go but she knows how much I 
want to do this and I feel confi¬ 
dent in my training and that 
my mates will have my back.” 


Jack and about 500 of his 
comrades from the QRH will 
pass through the training area 
in Norfolk before deploying to 
Afghanistan. 

As part of the training 
package, the troops will 
encounter every possible sce¬ 
nario at the village - from 
peace and quiet to suicide 
bombs. Amputees from the 
Afghan conflict are also drafted 
in to act as casualties during 
some of the exercises. 

The threat of being injured is 
something that is very real to 
members of the regiment, par¬ 
ticularly those taking part in 
their first tour. “You hear about 
what is going on out there but 
you try and keep it out of your 
mind,” said Trooper Kyle 


Macready, 19, from Beaconside, 
Stafford. 

“You just have to put your 
trust in your mates and know 
that they’re going to watch your 
back. We’re like brothers.” 

Kyle, whose three sisters and 
brother live in Stafford along 
with his mother, 49-year-old 
Sarah Walters, said his motiva¬ 
tion for the Afghanistan tour 
had been spurred on following 
the death of his father, Scott, 
just 10 months ago. 

“My dad was always proud of 
me joining the army and I want 
to make him even more proud,” 
said the former Weston Road S 
The QRH will have 130 men 
from its Warthog Squadron and 
a similar number of infantry in 
C Company in Afghanistan. 


More of its troops will be in 
the training and advisory team 
working with the Afghan army 
and police, and another 
element will be based in 
Lashkar Gah. 

Wolverhampton-born Trooper 
Liam Egan, from Wednesfield, 
will patrol parts of the country 
as well as ensuring fellow 
troops have supplies and 
ammunition. 

The 21-year-old former St 
Edmund’s Catholic School pupil 
said he would carry a picture of 
his three-month-old son, Theo, 
to help get him through his 
tour. 

“I will be thinking about him 
and my girlfriend, Jodie,” said 
life-long Wolves fan Liam, who 
used to play football for Wyrley 


Rangers. “Part of me is looking 
forward to getting out there 
because it is the reason I joined 
the army. Before that I was 
working in jewellery shops 
fixing watches and I felt I had 
more to offer the world, so 
joined up. 

He said his mother, 38-year- 
old Tracey O’Connor and step¬ 
father, 32-year-old Mark Cook, 
had concerns. “I’ve tried to tell 
them not to worry but they 
will,” he added. 

At the end of the village exer¬ 
cise, the QRH return to their 
barracks in Sennelager, 
Germany, where they will 
undergo a further Afghanistan- 
focused training course prior to 
being given three-weeks leave 
before their tour. 


The QRH is the senior United 
Kingdom light cavalry regi¬ 
ment. It was formed in 1993 
from the amalgamation of The 
Queen’s Own Hussars and The 
Queen’s Royal Irish Hussars. 

The regiment traces its roots 
back to 1685 and during the 
past 320 years has been 
awarded 172 Battle Honours 
and eight Victoria Crosses. 

The regiment is a frontline 
tank unit but because there are 
no British tanks in 
Afghanistan, troops will be in 
control of an armoured Warthog 
that runs on rubber tracks car¬ 
rying troops across the varied 
terrain of Helmand Province 
that ranges from desert areas to 
the Green Zone alongside the 
Helmand River. 

Members of the regiment 
have previously deployed to 
Iraq in 2006 and 2008, where is 
was engaged in various mentor¬ 
ing tasks with Iraqi forces in 
Basra City, Umm Qasr and Az 
Zubayr. 

During the training exercise 
in Norfolk, commanding officers 
of the QRH are also put 
through their paces during the 
training exercise. 

History 

They take part in regular 
shuras, which are gatherings 
involving local villager elders, 
who raise issues about the 
activity of troops operating in 
the vicinity. 

The training area where the 
village is based is steeped in 
military history, having been 
originally established in 1942 
when a battle training area was 
required and a ‘Nazi village’ 
established. The Afghan train¬ 
ing camp was designed by the 
Operational Training Advisory 
Group (OPTAG) to replicate as 
closely as possible the situa¬ 
tions troops could face on opera¬ 
tions in Afghanistan. 

From the call to prayer heard 
across a busy market place to a 
network of claustrophobic alley- 
ways with high walls, the areas 
provide a realistic way to train 
troops and test their skills 
under demanding conditions. 

As part of the training ex 
ercise, helicopters manned by 
army and RAF pilots pass 
through the sky dropping off 
supplies.

'HEN Madge Hart was 102 her 
grandchildren persuaded her 
to try her hand at skateboard¬ 
ing, so it was no surprise that when she 
celebrated her 105th birthday on Sat¬ 
urday she agreed to try out an unusual 
trike which made the headlines in the 
mid-80s - for all the wrong reasons. 

Braving the showers, Madge took the seat 
of inventor Clive Sinclair’s ill-fated C5 and 
gave a thumbs-up before declaring: “I've 
never learned to drive. Where’s the steering 
wheel? What makes it go?” 

Like the thousands who ridiculed the eco- 
friendly invention at the time of its launch, she 
thought that “perhaps a proper car would be 
more suitable” and the sherry-a-day resident of a 
Halesowen old people’s home picked up her stick 
and promptly headed indoors out of the rain. 

“I had lessons, you know, and loved driving. 

But the examiner failed me for driving up to 
junctions too fast. He didn’t appreciate the way I 
drove, even though my husband said I was a good 
driver. I was a good driver,” she insisted. 

Madge, who marked her special 
day with 30 family and friends at a 
party at Lapal House Residential 
Home, in Lapal Lane South, admits 
she’s still game for a laugh “even 
though I cannot do all the things I 
used to”. 

In the past when her eyesight was 
keener, she would not shy away from 
the odd game of pool and was well- 
known for her sharp humour. 

Memories 

Born when King Edward VII was 
on the throne, Madge moved into the 
home last August from her house in 
Castle Road West, Oldbury, and has 
fond memories of her home town of 
neighbouring Bearwood. 

“Bearwood was quite a nice place 
and I remember as a girl growing up 
there with mum and dad. It was dif¬ 
ferent altogether than today and no- 
one ever had to go into Birmingham 
to shop. You could get it all in Bear¬ 
wood High Street, groceries,

clothes — everything you needed. 

“We had no electricity and had to 
make do with gas lights, but in 
many ways it was not that different 
than things are today. People were 
still as busy, we had our problems 
with two world wars and families 
struggled just as they do now. Of 
course we didn’t have the modern 
conveniences. 

“People knew each other and 
helped each other more and it was a 
better community we lived in,” she 
said. 

She loved attending Bearwood 
Road School and clearly remembers 
one incident which landed her in big 
trouble with her mother. 

“My mother dressed me in a white 
dress and it was new. 

“I was instructed to take care . .. 
but the girl who sat at the back of 
me in class must have been jealous. 

“We had ink wells and pens to dip 
in them. Before the lesson was fin¬ 



ished she had made sure I had ink 
all down the back of my dress and it 
was ruined. I was in such a lot of 


trouble,” she said. Raised with four 
brothers, Don, Albert, Cecil and 
Ken, she is keen to point out she was 
never spoilt as the only girl. 

“Spoilt? Never! We were all 
treated the same and I had to get a 
job the same as my brothers,” she 
said. 

On leaving school at 14, Madge 
worked for Wesley & General Assur¬ 
ance in Birmingham for 10 shillings 
a week (50p) and enjoyed her 
hobbies of knitting and sewing. 

Resign 

She married her childhood sweet¬ 
heart, Harold, in Bearwood in 1929 
and was promptly told by her bosses 
she would have to resign from the 
firm. 

“They didn’t employ married 
women. It was policy, not like it is 
now,” she said. 

“I met Harold at school when I 
was about 10 or 12 and there was 


never anyone else for me. I enjoyed 
my job and rose through the ranks, 
but I was happy to leave to marry 
Harold. It was well worth it. I had a 
good life with him. 

“I was just a little girl when the 
First World War broke out but it 
didn't seem to bother us as children, 
but by the time the Second World 
War started I was a full-time mother 
and housewife and it was very differ¬ 
ent for me. 

“It was a constant worry,” she 
recalled. 

“Harold was called up and served 
as a captain in the Royal Artillery 
before becoming a teacher at the 
school where we met. 

“It was a time of austerity but we 
were happy and I had four children, 
Alan, Michael, Janet and Norman,” 
she added. 

Born in Ethel Street, Bearwood, 
Madge has spend most of her years 
close to the Black Country except for 


a short time in the 1930s when she 
lived in Gloucestershire where she 
took up singing in a choir. 

During the 50s and 60s she was 
an active charity worker with the 
Women’s Royal Voluntary Service 
(WRVS). 

She has 11 grandchildren and 13 
great grandchildren, enjoys her 
daily tipple and regular letters from 
brother, Don - now aged 100. 

Remarkable 

And the secret of her happy 105 
years? 

“Plain living, enjoying a quiet life 
and having a lovely family.” 

Proprietor of Lapal House, Tony 
Billingham, said: “She’s absolutely 
remarkable and has a great sense of 
fun about her. 

“I recall when she arrived here, 
she got out of the car unaided and 
walked up the steps just using a 
stick. Incredible.”

PETE MURRAY has a simple test 
as to whether a piece of music is 
any good. And it is a test he 
believes that most modern-day 
music fails miserably. 

“Back in the 60s, you could tell 
what the popular tunes of the day 
were because you would hear 
people whistling them all the time. 

“Nowadays you never hear anybody 
whistling. You can’t whistle some of the 
stuff they do today, there’s no tune to it.” 

These days the stairs are a bit of a 
struggle for the 85-year-old grandfather 
of pop, and the trademark shock of hair 
has turned white. 

But there is still that glint in his eye, that 
air of mischievous charm that has made 
him one of the nation’s favourite broad¬ 
casters for more than 60 years. 

We’re at the DJ Heaven event in Stour¬ 
bridge’s Talbot Hotel, held earlier this 
month, atribute to Top of the Pops where 
around 150 people flocked to meet radio 
royalty. These are big names with big per¬ 
sonalities. David ‘Diddy’ Hamilton is the 
cheery, larger-than-life extrovert, with the 
novelty tie. 

Mike Read is the contemplative, 
thoughtful personality, with very firm 
ideas on the future of radio. And Ed 
‘Stewpot’ Stewart is the relaxed, urbane 
figure, who looks much younger than his 
70 years and is casually dressed in a 
white T-shirt. 

But they all defer to the venerable 
Murray, the elder statesman of pop radio.

“It’s great that we’re all together here, 
and we’ve all remained friends,” says 
Hamilton brightly. “Pete came to my 70th 
birthday, and we’ve both just been out for 
Ed’s. Mike’s is the next one up, but that’s 
not for a very long time.” 

The event, which included a session 
where the four DJs shared their memo¬ 
ries about their time fronting Top of the 
Pops, was organised by the Dudley- 
based television nostalgia organisation 
Kaleidoscope. 

The group holds regular events cele¬ 
brating classic TV, but this has been far 
the most popular to date, bringing in 
around 150 people. 

Golden 

Former ATV continuity announcer Mike 
Prince, who lives in Sutton Coldfield, was 
also among the guests, and says he 
loves the way events such as this allow 
people to turn back the clock and relive 
golden moments of television. 

One of Murray’s favourite anecdotes 
relates to an episode of Top of the Pops 
when he was about to introduce Jimi 
Hendrix, and noticed that something 
appeared to be wrong. 

“Jimi was with me on the stage, and 
they had put the wrong backing track on. 
It should have been the backing track for 


Purple Haze, but instead it was Alan 
Price doing Simon Smith and his 
Amazing Dancing Bear. He just stood 
there looking at me.” 

Hamilton recalls a time when he had to 
introduce Rod Stewart singing The 
Killing of Georgie. “I always used to get 
everything right in one take, I never had 
to do anything again, but I introduced it 
as ‘The Killing of Georgie Fame.’ Twice I 
got this wrong, I couldn’t understand 
why, then moments later I realised some¬ 
body had put something in my orange 
juice. I was on drugs!” 

Junior Campbell, vocalist and guitarist 
from 60s group Marmalade best remem¬ 
bered for the hit Ob-La-Di, Ob-La-Da, 
was also in attendance, and recalled the 
first time he met one of the men who set 
him on the road to success. 

“I was going to the 21st birthday party 
for Ringo Starr’s son, and as I walked 
through the door, I walked straight into 
Paul McCartney. 

“He said: ‘Hello, good to see you 
again,’ and I replied: ‘Paul, you must be 
mistaken, you’re the only Beatle I haven’t 
met.’ He said: ‘What do you mean? I 
wrote your song!”’ 

Read has mixed feelings about today’s 
radio, saying there are too many stations 
competing for too small an audience. 

And while he admires the skills of 
today’s musicians, he feels that much of 
the creativity of the 60s and 70s has been 
lost. “Technically it’s better, the musi¬ 
cianship of the young is staggering, far 
better than it was in the 60s and 70s. But 
I don’t think the songwriting is as good.”

Ravi Shankar 

Birmingham Symphony Hall 

The term legend is often overused but 
when a 91-year-old gets a standing 
ovation for merely walking on stage you 
know it is a fitting superlative. 

Believe it or not Ravi Shankar has 
entered his 10th decade and the sage-like 
master of the sitar commands respect from 
his proteges as much as he does from his 
audience. This fact made it all the more 
surprising that the Symphony Hall was less 
than half full. 

His evening of ragas, which is a musical 
form dating back around 2,000 years and 
has its roots in sacred music of the Hindu 
faith, was as you would expect spiritual, 
enjoyable and full of intricate musical nota¬ 
tions which were executed with the preci¬ 
sion of a master who has been playing 
music for more than 80 years. Surrounded 
by a mixture of his pupils and other 
respected Indian musicians you felt privi¬ 
leged, almost as if you were sitting in on a 
masterclass where Shankar was both 
passing on his wisdom and overseeing the 
finer details of his followers’ progress. 

If you want to see a true legend in action 
then go and see Shankar.

Ringo Starr and his All Starr Band 

Birmingham Symphony Hall 

Oh come on. Yes, of course it was very Butlins Holiday 
Camp at times, but what were you expecting, for goodness 
sake? This is Ringo. 

Now, you might say there are two types of performer in the 
world of popular music: the artist (such as Bob Dylan) and the 
entertainer (such as Engelbert Humperdink). Ringo Starr has 
never once professed to be an artist, but he has never stopped 
being an entertainer. And entertain is what he did supremely 
well. 

“If you don't know this next song, you're in the wrong 
venue,” he told the crowd as he launched, inevitably, into 
Yellow Submarine, the daft, throwaway children's song from 
the greatest group of them all, and the track with which Starr 
will forever be associated. Surrounded by top-notch (if 
ancient) musicians (all of whom were major players in their 
time), Ringo - a sprightly 70 years of age - gave us energetic 
renditions of Honey Don't, Back Off Boogaloo, Photograph, 
and of course With A Little Help From My Friends. 

Starr has suffered over the years at the hands of critics who 
expected him to be creative like John, Paul and George. As if 
having three outstanding songwriters in one band was not 
enough. But it turns out the mop-top caricatures of John the 
thinker, Paul the romantic, George the mystic and Ringo the 
clown were pretty accurate after all. At the Symphony Hall he 
proved he was still the clown, the master entertainer, and 
actually, a much better drummer than many give him credit for. 

Ringo ... don't listen to the cynics. You're fab.

Prodigal son returns 
to solve dark mystery 
in compelling thriller 


Exile (15) 

THIS three-part series by Danny Brocklehurst, shown 
earlier this year on BBCTV, is a compelling blend of family 
drama and conspiracy thriller. 

John Simm is in excellent form as washed up magazine hack Tom 
Ronstadt, who leaves his luxury flat in London to return to his roots 
in the grim northern town where he grew up, where his self-sacrific¬ 
ing spinster sister has been caring for his former local journalist 
father, who is suffering from Alzheimer’s Disease. 

The son tries to find some kind of redemption by completing an 
investigation his father was involved in decades earlier, which also 
has a bearing on the shocking incident which drove father and son 
apart when Tom was still a teenager. 

When it turns out that the man at the centre of dubious goings-on 
at a local mental hospital some 30 years before is now a council 
bigwig, Tom finds that he and his family are in danger and, as he con¬ 
tinues to delve into the past, discovers horrifying secrets. 

Exile is a well-plotted thriller but what really makes it special are 
the relationships between the characters and the acting, especially 
from Simm as Tom as he attempts to connect with his father, a 
superb bewildered performance by Jim Broadbent, through the fog 
of dementia. 

The double disc set also includes a documentary on the series and 
films about Alzheimer’s Disease. 

Season of the Witch (15) 

Nicolas Cage and Ron Perlman play two tough medieval 
knights pitted against the forces of evil in this entertaining, if 
silly, fantasy-horror romp. 

After deserting from the Crusades because they are sickened by 
the wanton bloodshed (of which they seem the most capable pro¬ 
tagonists), they find their homeland devastated by the plague. Then 
the pair are captured by the authorities but the church gives them 
one last chance to redeem themselves by escorting a caged young 
witch - who is blamed for the pestilence - to a remote monastery 
where the monks are equipped to deal with her magic. 

The witch, a bewitching Claire Foy, turns out to have incredible 
strength and the ability to mess with the minds of the escorting party 
of knights, priest and forest guide. At first we join Cage’s knight in 
doubting that she is a supernatural creature but once the survivors 
arrive at the monastery, all bets are off. 

This is enjoyable sword and sorcery nonsense with a touch of The 
Exorcist. 

The special effects are good and the dialogue mildly amusing. 

Cage gives a typically world-weary performance, only looking 
mildly irked when confronted with an army of zombie monks. As the 
priest says: "We’re gonna need more holy water!"

Brighton Rock (15) 

The idea of updating the story of small time Brighton gangsters 
from the 1930s to the Mods versus Rockers era of the early 60s 
sounded a good idea on paper but really adds nothing to Rowan 
Joffe’s remake of the 1947 original, in which Richard Attenborough 
gave a career best performance as the psychotic young thug Pinkie. 

Sam Riley has an air of menace as the juvenile delinquent but is a 
pale shadow of Attenborough’s portrait of evil. Andrea Riseborough, 
as the awkward young waitress he befriends purely to silence, tries 
far too hard, to the point where she started to put me in mind of Hi- 
De-Hi’s chalet maid Peggy. 

The mods and rockers bits seemed tagged on, like leftovers from 
Quadrophenia, though Eastbourne makes a decent mock Brighton, 
looking so seedy that it can’t do much for the Sussex resort’s tourist 
industry. There is some heavyweight supporting acting talent, 
including John Hurt and Helen Mirren, as Pinkie’s determined 
nemesis. But neither are required to go beyond second gear by the 
mediocre script. 

OK, the original Brighton Rock is black and white and made 60 
years ago but it remains the far superior movie, check it out instead 
or save your DVD money to buy a copy of the classic book by 
Graham Greene. Leon Burakowski 


Dragon’s tale is well 
told in glossy biopic 


Young Bruce Lee (15) 

YOUNG Bruce Lee with Aarif 
Rahman in the title role is obviously 
a high-budget, high-production 
value film and equal to any biopic 
Hollywood could turn out. It is 
tightly scripted and well acted by 
an impressive cast. 

YBL charts the life of the screen and 
martial arts legend from his birth until he 
departs Hong Kong for America aged 19. 

Even though this is an excellent produc¬ 
tion it could have been made by the Bruce 
Lee appreciation society, it is very fawning 
and almost seeks to deify Lee but at the 
same time doesn’t really give any new 
insights into the life of the kung fu master. 

Lee grew up in a well-heeled middle class 
Chinese family in Hong Kong. He lived in a 
well-to-do area of the city and he was 
famous as a film star in his own right before 
he reached the US. 

He had a pretty privileged upbringing, 
never went short of anything and spent his 
early years, like any lad, hanging around 
with his friends and getting into mischief. 

If any Lee fans are looking for a kung fu 
film they will be sadly disappointed. The only 
fight scenes are one of a boxing match 
which is formulaic and secondly a street 
fight which owes more to a directorial tribute 
to Lee’s film Way of the Dragon than any 
actual event. This may appeal to Lee purists 
but perhaps less to fans of his films and 
martial arts skills. 

The extras on this disc are also pretty dis¬ 
appointing with talking heads and still shots 
from a couple of people who knew and 
worked with Lee. Strangely enough there 
are no film clips either of his movies or of him 
at home or training. Also noticeable by their 
absence are any of Lee’s family, his widow, 
daughter, co-stars or any of the many others 
you would expect to see.

WiW reunites only some of the cast from 
the original Salford family outing with Jimi 
Mistry making a cameo appearance, it 
seems, purely because he can. 

Head of the family George, played excel¬ 
lently by Om Puri decides the runt of his litter 
Sajid, Aqib Khan, is too British and needs to 
connect with his heritage in Pakistan. 

So, much to his protest and under false 
pretences, his father transports both of 
them back to the homeland where he hopes 
to keep him until he has learned to be Pak¬ 


istani again. What happens is a voyage of 
self-discovery for all the Khan family espe¬ 
cially George as he realises his vision of 
being a good Pakistani husband, father and 
man doesn’t necessarily tally with how his 
two families in Asia and England perceive 
him.

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Mini moguls hatch a diesel plan 



IN little more than a decade, Mini 
has gone from producing one car to 
offering buyers a wide range of equally 
attractive models. So much so, that 
company executives are keen to stress 
that Mini isn’t a car but a brand. 

Alongside the continual tweaking of the tech¬ 
nology behind the cars, expansion appears to be 
the main game at Mini. So much so, that there’s 
something for everyone — well, almost. 

Until now a hot diesel variant wasn’t really an 
option. That’s in contrast to the John Cooper 
Works sub-brand, which offered a heady mix of 
hot hatch enjoyment from a highly-tuned turbo 
petrol motor. 

The Cooper SD moniker is, according to 
company bosses, the diesel equivalent and it’s 
not restricted to just the three-door hatch: con¬ 
vertible, Clubman and Countryman can be 
selected with the all-alloy 143bhp, 2.0-litre turbo 
engine. 


For now it’s probably best to focus attention on 
the Cooper SD hatch. It’s more likely to be chosen 
by converted petrolheads than the other models 
thanks to its compact dimensions and better 
agility. 

If you think 143 horsepower is a bit stingy in 
the world of 200-plus horsepower hatchbacks, 
remember that because it’s a diesel the Cooper 
SD packs a substantial torque punch - 2251b ft of 
the stuff, which is more than the petrol JCW 
models. 

In practice that contributes to the car’s 
extremely flexible nature: you can trickle around 
town with ease yet be ready for a quick burst of 
acceleration in an instant.

Motorway cruising is also a straightforward 
experience, as cruising in a high gear at low revs 
is not only kind on the ears but also good for your 
wallet.

enthusiastic proponents of fuel-saving technol¬ 
ogy in recent years, so it’s no surprise to learn 
that the Cooper SD models come with the now 
familiar package of engine stop-start and brake 
energy recovery systems. 

Over the course of the car’s life you can expect 
to make modest but valuable savings, while the 
on-paper figures for the hatch (65.7mpg, 
114g/km C02) show how far the industry has 
come in a few short years. 

With such impressive figures it’s easy to lose 
sight of the Cooper SD’s performance potential. 

Holding on to a gear for longer or pushing 
harder on the throttle soon makes you forget 
about green motoring, though. 

For all the JCW references, in reality the 
Cooper SD has more in common with the petrol- 
powered Cooper S when it comes to set-up. 

More forgiving than Mini’s flagship hot model, 
the Cooper SD’s ride is on the right side of firm - 
corners can be confidently attacked with consid¬ 
erable enthusiasm, while poorly-surfaced roads 
won’t have your fillings falling out of your mouth. 

You sit low down in the Cooper SD, which adds 
to the theatre of the performance experience, and 
the car’s responsive steering allows you to make 
precise inputs with confidence. 

Combined with the slick manual gearshift - an 
auto box is optional — and the well-spaced pedals, 
all the ingredients are present to deliver an 
engaging time behind the wheel. 

For anyone still not convinced by the concept of 
a diesel hot hatch, the Cooper SD is a car that’s 
likely to change some minds. 

Nature 

By its very nature it doesn’t emulate the 
screaming, rev-happy character of a petrol rival, 
but you can reach similar speeds having exerted 
considerably less effort. 

The 2.0-litre diesel engine positively gushes 
torque from low down the rev range, and makes 
accelerating and maintaining a brisk pace 
extremely easy. 

So much so that fewer gearchanges are needed, 
but more attention has to be paid to the speedome¬ 
ter for obvious reasons — you can be approaching 
a corner faster than you think. 

At idle the engine might be a little vocal but its 
stealth-like nature at speed is a welcome attrib¬ 
ute. 

Mini’s Cooper SD models aren’t the first to 
demonstrate the potential of a tuned diesel motor, 
but the package as a whole is a compelling one. 

If you want a Mini with a generous slug of power 
but don’t fancy the prospect of funding a serious 
performance car habit by way of fuel and insur¬ 
ance costs, in SD trim the hatch delivers in 
spades.

£12m revamp of Alexander nears completion

Stadium is right on track 


A £12.2 million upgrade has 
almost been completed at Birming¬ 
ham’s Alexander Stadium that will 
see the venue become one of 
Britain’s principal athletics venues. 

As well as the creation of a new stand facil¬ 
ities at the venue have been updated in time 
for a major competition at the venue next 
month. 

In just over two weeks’time the stadium on 
Walsall Road will host the Diamond League, 
with a star studded line-up of athletes com¬ 
peting in the ninth stop of the premier global 
series. Around 250 athletes will descend on

the stadium on Sunday July 10 for four hours 
of competition. 

This is followed by the UK championships 
later this year and then in 2012 the venue will 
host the USA track and field team who will 
spend the five weeks leading up to the London 
2012 Olympics training there. 

Stadium manager Kevin Levack said: “We 
knew if we wanted to get the big competitions 
here we would have to upgrade some of the 
facilities and one of the main things we had to 
do was increase the capacity.” 

Stadium bosses were given approval by 


Birmingham City Council to start work on 
the project in September. 

Grandstand 

One of the biggest developments is that 
of a new 5,000 seater grandstand that has 
been built at the stadium. This has 
increased overall capacity from 8,000 
people to 13,000. 

Stadium bosses have also had the 
running track completely redesigned. 

Mr Levack said: “The track has been 
redesigned so it mirrors the track in 
London for the Olympics. This is now a 
standard layout which athletes from 


around the world will be used to, so when 
they come here it is familiar to them. This 
is also something we did so we could 
encourage competitions like the Diamond 
League to the stadium.” 

The track has not only be redesigned 
but has been resurfaced with Polytan, a 
rubber surface which is similar to that 
used on the London 2012 Olympic track. It 
has also been re-marked. 

A state-of-the-art control room is also 
being constructed to monitor the feeds 
from 11 CCTV cameras situated around 
the stadium and visitors will greeted by a 
new reception area and entrance.

WHEN Aston Villa beat Liverpool in 
the last game of the season, there was 
possibly no-one cheering louder than 
Bernard Rogers. 

The energetic centenarian was treated to 
the match at Villa Park for his 100th birth¬ 
day present and then enjoyed two surprise 
parties thrown by friends and family. 

Bernard still goes to his local club, the 
Sons of Rest in Hill Top, West Bromwich, to 
play snooker three times a week with people 
30 years younger than him. He also attends 
St James’ Church at Hill Top and a special 
service was held on his birthday. 

Bernard, who lives in Hill Top, West 
Bromwich, has been a fan of Villa since he 
was a young boy, when he lived in William 
Street in Lozells. He remembers when 
tickets were just 6d for a child and a shilling 
for an adult. 

“The best time for the team was in Billy 
Walker’s day in the 1920s when there were 
five forwards - Dicky York, Len Capewell, 
Billy Walker, Frank O’Donnell and Eric 
Houghton,” says Bernard, who has one son 
Brian, 59. 

“One of the best bits of being an Aston 
Villa fan was seeing them win the cup in 
1957 — that has to be at the top of the list.” 

Bernard, who has one grandson called 
Bruce, started work at 14 in the lighting 
industry selling oil lamps and lamp glasses. 

He says the company closed in 1978 when 
he was in his 60s. From 1942 to 1976 the 
community spirited grandfather also 
worked as a volunteer special constable. 

“I worked four or five nights a week and I 
pretty much did the same as a normal con¬ 
stable,” he says. “I would do a beat from 
Trouse Lane, Wednesbury, to the Bull Steak 
in Darlaston.” 

Bernard regularly takes the bus into West 
Bromwich and enjoys booking holidays and 
weekends away. 

His wife Millicent passed away in 1962. 

“I never thought I would live to be this 
old,” says Bernard. ‘You don’t think about 
getting older when you are young, you just 
live for the now. If I was to say what my 
secret was it could be that I had my son 
Brian fairly late in life and he has helped to 
keep me young. 

“Also, I don’t drink beer very often and I 
go to church every week. I’m happy to carry 
on the way I am and I’m just pleased to get 
about the way I do -1 have a lot to be thank¬ 
ful for.”

McLeish faces 
uphill battle to 
win over fans 

ALEX McLeish has dismissed fears for 
his safety but admitted that he is public 
enemy Nol in Birmingham. 

The new Villa boss even reckons fans could be out 
to land a punch on him following his shock switch 
from bitter city rivals Blues. 

Graffiti has been smeared on the entrance to 
Villa’s Bodymoor Heath training ground and around 
1,000 fans protested before his appointment last 
week. 

Emotions in both camps are running high and 
McLeish admitted he could be targeted by support¬ 
ers but hopes they won’t go overboard. 

He said: “I hope that despite the fans’ passions, 
they don’t take it to the extreme. 

“Maybe some people would like to give me a punch 
or something like that. You can understand the emo¬ 
tions and passions of football fans as long as it 
doesn’t go to the extreme.” 

The former Rangers and Scotland chief quit St 
Andrew’s last week only to be named Villa boss five 
days later. 

Backlash 

McLeish was aware of the controversy his move 
had caused but insisted he is strong enough to deal 
with the backlash. 

He said: ‘You get it growing up, it’s part of your 
mental toughness as a kid, then as a professional 
and winning trophies and international caps, you 
kind of get stronger in the mind. It doesn’t make you 
immune, it’s not water off a duck’s back, it’s still dif¬ 
ficult, but I’ve experienced it.” 

McLeish has made keeping Stewart Downing his 
top priority as he plans to rebuild Villa for the new 
season. 

The Scot is resigned to losing Ashley Young to 
Manchester United but believes he can convince 
unsettled winger Downing to stay. 

The 26-year-old is being courted by Liverpool and 
put contract talks on ice this month after revealing 
his desire to play in the Champions League. 

But McLeish insisted he doesn’t want to lose the 
England ace. He said: “No chance do we want 
Stewart Downing to go. He’s a top player. 

“I need to see what Stewart’s thinking when he 
comes back because I know that he made some com¬ 
ments when he was away on England duty. He’s a top 
player and has a couple of years left on his contract 
and it’s very important we hold onto Stewart.” 

The Scot will need to plug the gap left by the 25- 
year-old and has been linked with Blackpool’s 
Charlie Adam - and his former Blues players. Scott 
Dann and Ben Foster have been listed as possible 
targets and McLeish admitted he could raid St 
Andrew’s this summer. 

“If a Blues player was the right fit, I don’t think it 
would put me off. If I thought a player could improve 
Aston Villa then why not?” said McLeish 

Villa’s compensation bill will hit £7m and the 
claret and blues could have to pay more to fill the gap 
left by assistant boss Gary McAllister after his exit 
over the weekend. 

McLeish made the controversial switch to Villa 
Park on Friday and Blues are still demanding the 
£5.4m they believe they are owed because of 
McLeish’s exit clause. It is likely they will settle for 
nearer £3m but Villa will still be forced to shell out 
on managerial compensation for a third time. 
Gerard Houllier left with a £2.5m pay-out following 
his departure with health problems three weeks ago 
while Villa coughed up £1.5m to Martin O’Neill fol¬ 
lowing a tribunal in May.

“I hopefully want to push my 
way into the West Brom side 
during the pre-season,” said Wood 
while back in his native New 
Zealand on a short break. 

“I want to show a bit to the new 
manager. I spoke to him when I 
went back a couple of weeks 
before the end of the season and 
he said he wants to see what I can 
do. 

“It’s good to see that he’s inter¬ 
ested and I hope he likes what he 
sees.” 

But Brighton boss Poyet made 
a point of contacting Albion’s 
management staff to offer a 
glowing reference of the young 
forward’s performances in their 
League One promotion campaign 
and Wood acknowledges a return 
is an option. 


“It could come down to the pre- 
season and if Roy lets me go out,” 
said Wood. “It was a good learning 
curve I learnt a lot and it was good 
to end the season on a high.” 

GHANA midfielder Derek 
Boateng has arrived in England 
in the hope of securing a Premier 
League move — with Albion among 
his suitors. 

The 28-year-old Getafe mid¬ 
fielder spent two days in talks 
with Ukraine club Dnipro FC last 
week but has delayed a decision 
on whether to join them. 

Instead Boateng is eager to 
pursue interest from England’s 
top-flight. 

The Baggies are keeping quiet 
about their interest in the player 
but Ghana sources insisted 
Albion and Stoke City were the 
two leading the chase for his sig¬ 
nature. 

Fee 

Any deal for the player is likely 
to be a drawn out affair, however, 
because of the fee. 

The player’s Spanish club want 
up to £7m for Boateng but it is 
thought that Albion will not go 
much above £4m. 

This new development comes at 
a time when the club are continu¬ 
ing talks with Zoltan Gera to 
return to The Hawthorns. 

Albion are also interested in 
Blues’ versatile defender Liam 
Ridgewell with Marek Cech 
looking set to leave. 

CHRIS Brunt is eager to take 
on the captaincy duties for Albion 


again next season regardless of 
what changes are made during 
the summer transfer window. 

Brunt took over the armband as 
Scott Carson’s deputy when the 
goalkeeper lost his first-team 
place and admits he is ready for 
more responsibility next season. 

Head coach Hodgson is still 
shuffling his numbers for the 
2011-12 campaign with question 
marks over the future of Carson 
among the issues being discussed 
within the Albion ranks. 

But Brunt, who has himself 
been a target for transfer talk 
after his most impressive form as 
a Premier League player last 
season, shrugs off the rumours to 
make it clear he is eager to lead 
the team again next season. 

“I enjoyed the results under the 
new manager,” said Brunt. “I’ve 
been here long enough to start 
taking responsibility now. 

“I’m happy to do it until the 
manager tells me otherwise. 

“The manager runs things past 
me in the week and it’s nice to be 
involved in that side of things.” 

FORMER Albion boss Roberto 
Di Matteo is going head-to-head 
with ex-Newcastle chief Chris 
Hughton for the Birmingham job 
after Blues identified them as 
their top men, following the 
departure of Alex McLeish to 
Villa. 

Gianfranco Zola is also a candi¬ 
date but is yet to speak to Blues, 
while Alan Curbishley and ex- 
Wolves boss Dave Jones have also 
been linked to the St Andrew’s 
hot-seat.
